= Proposed Amendment(s): At the end of the first sentence of the additional
provision, change “initiating device” to “initiating devices,” and strike/delete “inputs
to the elevator control.” The additional provision shall read as follows: “The test
shall be witnessed by elevator personnel, elevator contractor, or a written report of
initiating device testing from the company performing the test of the initiating
devices. The written report shall be reviewed for compliance with the code by the
elevator contractor performing a category 1 or category 5 test. The written report of
initiating device testing shall be filed with the AHJ by the elevator contractor along
with the category 1 or category 5 Report of Test for Regulated Lifting Device on the
State report form.”

authorized under IC 36-8-17-8.”
